Reason for Banning Sororities Told 


Stanford Dean Calls Them Snobbish 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, March 
13.—Miss Harriet Bradford, dean of 
women at Stanford University, vig- 
orously attacks the sorority houses 
here in her report to the president of 
the university for the year ending 
August, 1»1», which became public 
today. "Close observation for three 
years" bis convinced tae dean that 
she is witness to the growth of 
exclusive and undemocratic castes 
within the university which It is the 
duty of the university authorities, 
according to the founding grant, to 
prohibit. 


FURORE OX CAtfFCS 


Miss Bradford's report, although 
submitted to the president of the 
university 
last 
year, 
-was 
not 
given jut until today, when it caused 
a furore on the campus by reviving 
the totter controversy over the so- 
ority-house system which, accord- 
Ing to the announcement of the pres- 
ident, will be abolished at Stanford. 
Dean Bradford's report in part- fol- 
lows: 


The decision to make a begin- 
ning toward 
preparing student 
opinion for the gradual elimina- 
tion of the sorority house was 
hastened by certain defects of the 
sorority-house system 
that 
be- 
came apparent during the year 
1918-19. 
The attitude ol the so- 
rority pledges and initiates living 
in Roble Hall under the residence 
regulation indicated a. sense of 
superiority to be one of the re- 
sults of their having been asked 
to join a sorority. . ;, 
Since these students otherwise 
showed oftenv more than average 
refinement, the responsibility for 
this condition in .Roble Hall rest- 
ed obviously with the system. The 
tone of social Ideals (using social 
In its narrow sense) expressed in 
various campus functions, such as 
the athletic carnival in April, 1919. 
showed a failure of the sororities 
to realize their responsibilities in 
the community. 
Previous to the observation ot 
these conditions, other 
difficul- 
ties inherent in the'sorority house 
had presented themselves. Each 
house is practically closed to non- 
sorority girls or members of other 
sororities, except on special invi- 
tation. 
It is rare that outsiders 


feel free to ring the door bell and 
run in to see friends, as is the 
custom in -the halls, and it too 
often happens . that the girls in 
one house have no'more than a 
bowing acquaintance with those of 


another, although the proximity of 
the houses and the relatively small 
number living In each should en- 
courage friendliness and comrade- 
ship.

The recommendation for an initial appropria-
